Applicant hereby humbly petitions the Commissioner to reset period of response to reply 
to the office action mailed on November 13 th , 2006, for the above patent application. 
Applicant states the following reasons for resetting response period; 

1. The applicant relies solely on the United States Postal Service to deliver Office 
Actions from the United States Patent Office. The Office Action(OA) mailed on 
November 13 th was not received. The Applicant after hearing nothing from the 
USPTO for more than three months, took it upon himself to check the records of 
the USPTO at the USPTO website, in April 2007, the applicant was surprised to 
see an OA was mailed on November 13 th , and the applicant never did receive it.
